am not at liberty to 
quote anything that McAdoo 
said 
on that occasion, I feel that it is 
no violation of confidence to say 
that his statement declaring him­ 
self out of the contest for the nomi­ 
nation was no surprise to me and 
that I have no doubt whatever that 
he means exactly what he says. 
Being, as he is, a human being 
with big ambitions, McAdoo would 
of course, lik* to be president of 
the U. S. But he is too old at the 
political game and has far too keen 
a sense of public sentiment 
not 
to know that even if he could get 
the nomination the “Crown Prince” 
issue would be fatal. 
Mc A doc’g Real Reason. 
In my opinion the real determin­ 
ing reason for the McAdoo with­ 
drawal is that he has too high a 
regard for his father-in-law to ac­ 
cept a candidacy which would in­ 
evitably drag them into the cam­ 
paign in a way that would be more 
or 
less 
humiliating 
to 
all 
con­ 
cerned. 
On 
the assumption 
then, 
that 
McAdoo, who was the leading candi­ 
date, is no longer to be considered, 
we have left ten or a dozen active 
contenders 
and 
receptive 
gentle­

claims to believe that the McAdoo 
withdrawal betters his chances. 
The Palmer managers are quite 
sure that their hero will fall heir 
to the greater part of the McAdoo 
strength, because of Palmer’s con­ 
nection with the administration and 
the fact the he has made his cam-!

Many people who can easily name all the diseases that 
prey on humanity are ignorant of the diseases that destroy 
nations. 
Yet nations are constantly menaced by subtle dis­ 
eases and they are really few in number. One of the common­ 
est ailments that menace national life is the constant increase 
in city population at the expense of rural population. 
Whenever a M ajority of a nation’s people live in cities 
that nation has reached the danger point. When the urban 
population is constantly increasing and the rural population 
is constantly diminishing a mortal malady has already taken 
hold of the nation. 
The record of the centuries show how 
nation after nation has seen its population congregate in the 
cities only to be blotted from the catalog in the course of time. 
Census announcements show that practically all of our 
American cities are gaining in population at an abnormal rate. 
The increase in many cities is remarkable. 
Each city showing 
a substantial growth is proud of its achievments, overlooking 
the solemn fact that each city doubling its populaton consti­ 
tutes a signal of danger to the entire nation. If the population 
of cities multiplies while the rural population is stationary or 
diminishing it is easy to forecast the future. 
An ugly cancer 
is busily at work eating out the vitals of the nation. 
It will 
be only a matter of time till our national capitol will be as 
voiceless as the Coliseum of Rome or the Acropolis of Athens. 
Signs of rural decadence are not wanting. 
You can drive 
for many miles through the agricultural sections and never 
see a country church. You can see tens of thousands of young 
Americans leaving home for the towns and cities to enjoy the 
educational advantages denied them at home. Year after year 
the most prosperous and valuable farmers are moving to the 
cities to reach better surroundings for their families. All these 
signs point to a day of reckoning for the United States. 
The great issues of the age are unmentioned in political 
platforms. 
They are rarely heard of in tmblic discussions. 
They are the issues born of the problems confronting the rural 
districts. 
The destiny of the nation 4k not decided in the mart 
or forum but in the corn rows of America. 
We have thus 
far interested ourselves in rural problems only for political 
advantage. 
We shall soon be forced to consider these prob­ 
lems as a matter of national life and death. 
Even though the danger may be more imaginary than real, 
the remedy for the ill is worthy of consideration. 
We must 
have rural schools as good as the best. 
We must have a sys­ 
tem of highways as good as the best. 
When these have been 
provided life in the rural districts will be far more satis­ 
factory, country churches will multiply and a real back-to-the 
farm movement will begin.

LEGION MEN 
TO TACKLE 
THE H. C. OF L. 


By the Associated Press 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 24.— 
A plan to enlist 12,000 American 
Legion members in Los Angeles in 
a campaign to reduce the high cost 
of living, under the direction of 
the city markets’ bureau was re­ 
cently announced by Major Mere­ 
dith P. Snyder. 
The Mayor said he proposed to 
close the city's chain of markets 
to the th sale of produce which 
has 
gone 
through 
the 
hands 
of 
middemen. Farmers • in 
surround­ 
ing territory, under the proposed 
system, would be invited to send 
their produce direct to the markets 
and aid furnished thepi to do so by 
the city if necessary. 
“The success of this plan would 
depend upon there being an im­ 
mediate sale of the products,’’ the. 
Mayor continued. 
“To that end we* 
intend to lay our plans before the 
two local posts of the Legion and 
ask the members to help secure cus 
turners. 
The result, I am confident 
will be that the farmers will get 
much better prices and the con­ 
sumers will get better food at less 
cost than they do now.” 
The mayor has appointed Sterl­ 
ing S. Boothe, formerly major of 
the 160th Infantry, U. S. A.* city 
market commissioner to work out 
the project.

opinion, an adequate budget should 
be raised to absolutely insure the 
work for the first 12 months, or 
longer, always keeping in mind any 
eventualities that may unexpectedly 
arise.

Rent, lights, heat, telephone, of­ 
fice equipment, office supplies, post­ 
age, etc., $700 to $800. 
Transportation autos, etc., $200 
to $300. 
Publicity, propaganda, 
printing, 
etc., $100 to $200. 
National charter fee, $15.00. 
Contribution (vountary gift) $100 


to $200. This is to further the work 
in the state of Oklahoma. 
Contingencies, endowment for lo­ 
cal work, etc., $200 up. 
Conclusion: the foregoing budget 
shows an approximate expenditure 
of from $4600 to $6200. Different 
localities can, and do, reduce cer­ 
tain items— others exceed.
